ROBBERS AT YING-TAK. 
Hongkong Party ‘Attacked, 


Yind-rix (North River), July 6 
* Another robbery has taken place in the 
vicinity of Ying-tak. The victlns on this, 
ogasion “ware Hongkong realdents, Mr 
and Mra Wing (an American) who were 
visiting Po-lo-hang on business. 

They left Hongkong early fst weck'to 
look after their interests in ‘e quarry close 
to Po-lo-hang, Mr Wing. had with him 
about 94500, and apparently the robbers 
aormised this. Early op the morning of 
July 4'their houso was attacked by a band 

+ of armed men who quickly overcame all 
resistance and obtained an entrance. They 
oblaincd Mr Wing's money and took the 
sabole of his, Mrs Wing's and her eon's 
personal belongings. Bo thorough, indeed, 
wero the robbers that they left Mrs 
Wing with nothing more then ope skirt 
end a hat, and'she bad eventaally to clothe 
herself in & Chinese costume. 

‘The authorities took the mstter in hand, 
ona report being made, and the following 
dey one of the robbara was arrested and 
identified. He wus diseoveroa to be une of 
a gang of robbers whe have proyed on the 
{Inhabitants of the district for 5 long time 
part and is said to have been responsible 
for many robbariaa.

CHOLERA AT MANILA. 


According to the Manile Oablenews of 
July 1 there were aaventy-cight casea of 
cholera, tha majority of the auiferors found 
dead in their houses, durifig the past fifteen 
days in tho city of Manila. On the Lith 
there was one solitary case and thia was 
jncreased to four on the 16th, tho came 
number on the 17th and dropping to three 
on the 191h and twoon the 20th. The fal- 
lowing day thero wore threo cascl and the 
next day five. By the 26th the number 
dropped to one but ehot up suddenly to 11 
on tha 27th, dropping to threes on the 28th 
and rising again te 15 on the 291h and to 
16 known cases by ton o'clock tast evening. 
Of the 16 known cases recorded for yes- 
terday in Manila no lesa than two were found 
doad in theit houses. Among these were 
some children, one being only four months 
old, enothor 15-and still another 20 months 
old. -. 

While tho cholera situation does not look 
very Hopeful in the city of Manile, Dr 
Heiser, in Whom the intelligent public has 
absolute confidencg, assured  ropresenta- 
tive ef the Cablenews that there wsa really 
no fear from the disease as long 8a everyone 
took reasonable cire with their fond and 

drink.
